Moving an Immense Building. 
' [Engineering arid Mining Journal.] 
At a recent meeting of the Engineers' 


Club of Philadelphia, Mr. Howard Mur- 
phy, the secretary, read a detailed de- 
scription of the moving of the hotel Pel- 
ham at Tremont and Boylston streets Bojj- 
ton, for the purpose of widening Tre- 
aaont street. The hotel is built of free- 
stone and brick, 96 and 69 feet frontage. 
The Boylston street wall is supported on 
eight granite columns twelve feet high, 
throe and four feet square. 
There are a 


basement and seven stories above fhe 
sidewalk. Height above tramways on 
which it was moved, 96 fe*t. 
Weight 


5,000 tons, exclusive ot furniture, which 
was nOt disturbed during removal, nor 
were the occupants of the stores on the 
fiist floor and soinq of the rooms, tho 
various pipe connections being kept up 
with flexible tubes. 


Careful 
experiments 
with 
models 


skowed that if the lower part of the 
building was firmly braced, there was no 
danger of shifting in the parts above.The 
general arrangements consisted of heavy 
and substantial stone aud bi ick founda- 
tions for iron rails and rolleis, and the 
building was foiced into its new position 
with fifty six screws two inches in diam- 
eter, one-half inch pitch, operated by 
hand arranged to uniformly distribute 
the pressure against the building. Much 
care and ingenuity were displayed in the 
details of the arrangements. Two mouths 
and twenty days were occupied in pre- 
paration. 


The moving itself was begun on Au- 


gust 2J, and finished ou August 25th. but , 
the actual time of mowng was Uiirtcen 
hours and forty minutes. The pieatost 
speed was two inches in four minutes. 
The hotel moved about one-half inch at 
each quarter turn ol the screws. They 
whole distance rftoved was thirteen feet 
ten inches. For the work 5,331 days' la- 
bor was required. The whole cost was 
about, $30,000. 


This is the largest building that has 


ever been removed, alfliough larger ones 
have been raised, which is a much sim- 
pler and less risky operation 
The com- 


p'ete success of 
this 
undertaking is 


shown by the fact that cracks which ex- 
isted in the walls prior to the removal 
were not changed by the operation Pa- 
per *was pasted over them before com- 
mencing, that any change might be seen 


Cremation. 


Attention is very otten called to the 


change ia public sentiment in favor of 
cremation. All the medical and sanitary 
journals favor it, and so do all tlie scien- 
tific associations at home and abroud- 
Cremation societies have been forrapd in 
several cities, and the United States Cre- 
mation company has been organized in 
New York with sufficient capital to crept 
a number of furnaces. 
The New York 


society hold regular meetings, and will" 
during the coming winter employ able 
lecturers to speak en the subject of cre- 
niatiiag the dead. There seems to be ao 
good reason fcr any additional arguments 
in favor of cremation, as no one attempts 
to answer those that have been made. In 
discussion of the subject, the advocates of 
cremation make out what they consider a 
clear i case.

good results 
from placing bodies in 


the ground, and 
that 
thp 
prac- 


tice is attended by many injurious re- 
suits, among which are contamination of 
the sojl, and the waterthatpass.es through 
it, and vitiation af the air. The cost of 
funerals has been pointed ou* by many 
persons. We aie infoiined that the cost 
of funfcrals in this country amounts to no 
less a kum than $50,000,000 per year, and 
that more money is paid out m Ireland 
for wakes and funerals than for land lent. 
The people meet the bills of the former 
cheerfjully, though they complain sorely 
.about paying the latter. Physicians de- 
clare mat many diseases ate spread by 
conveying through the streets the bodies 
of persons who have died with them. It 
is claimed that several epidemics have 
been traced to funeral processions, and 
others; to infected grave yards.|
